At Texas City, the 
companies dealt with the grcotest single disostcr since 
the San Francisco fire of 190G. Other costly disasters 
included the Florida hurricane, the Maine forest fires, 
and the tornadoes In the Southwest. 

Fire insurance thus stood solidly between thou- 
sands of families and businesses and financial disaster. 
It provided, swiftly and efficiently, the money needed 
to rebuild and repair. It was always on the job. It 
proved again that no form of protection is more nec- 
csary. 

Yet, this industry's magnificent record of ser- 
vice is in itself indicative of the criminal corcless- 
ncss of the American people when it comes to fire. 
In a single year we have destroyed $700,000,000 worth 
of property through fires which were largely prevent- 
able. And the rising fire waste cannot be entirely 
blamed on inflationary values. The number of fires — 
no less than the damage done — has steadily increased. 

The main reason for fire prevention, of course, 
is to save life and property. But there is another fi 
nancial reason as well. For four successive years, the 
industry has operated at a loss. A number of stales 
have recently allowed increases in insurance rates. 
This is just one more of the drains fire imposes on 
the nation.

Do We Want Less Meat? 

There has been an increasing amount of talk, 
much of it politically inspired, about an alleged need 
for rationing meat and controlling the price by gov- 
ernmental fiat. Inasmuch as that will be one of the 
major domestic issues of the year, the public should 
have a knowledge of the facts. 

First of all, controls of any kind could no't in- 
crease the aggregate supply of meat by a single pound. 
The remedy to the meat situation lies in the produc- 
tion of sufficient meat animals to handle today's tre- 
mendous demand. 

What controls would do— precisely as they did 
in the past — would be to drive large quantities of 



No one knows what the future course of meat 
prices or any other prices will be, but we do know 
that artificial price and rationing controls arc much 
lilte the process of tinkering with a thermometer— the 
basic situation is not corrected. In a free market 
prices arc fixed by supply and demand — not by soma 
bureaucrat's idea of what they should be. Futhermore, 
in a free market they arc the lowest prices possible 
under the conditions of the moment.
